srovght out of the shops and sented with thelr
relatives and friends, in the office. for their bi-
monthly hour of chat. Befors they appeared a
yeportar seated nt Mr. Jnckson's table, and
Jooking on bethought him of the extraordinary
talent that hna mndo the Btata detective fa-
mous, andfiasksd him the question:

aro discernible in the burglar's countennncs,
The order of ints'ligency or grade Is low—at
least in all except tlie rare instances whoers
men of previoualy good montal development
bhave ﬁonu into the higher walks of the profes-
klon, bacome expert broakers of banks and
violators of the very richest safes, And, even
then. they are rather the dusigners and
directors than the exeeutors of the jobs in
which they are Intorested, and can haidly
snld to phase the rulo that the burginr who
handles the jimmy Is a brutal looking fellow,
low-browed, broad-jawed, apd bull-necked.
And he keeps himself s0. He does not got pol
ished n hr eociety out of his own elass. in
which his lile und amusements are of the con-
genial fort that develop still more Lis personal
churactoristics,

follow In every sense of the word. He has
primarily to possess brains to put up and exe-
cuta tha johs by which he lives, and he must
have n gentesl appearance, or he would be de-
barred from his fleld of operations or, If he got
In, would be viewed with a suspicion fatal to
hip success.

Miner, George Corson, Peppermint Joo or Joe

Men
eone iato u room full of_ Indles with as mueh
indilference and sans fagon ns though they
were entering the morting ronm of  thele
cluby, and quit It with procisely the spme want
of eeremony and sell-constralnt,  While In the
goolety of womoen they loll, lean, and nlmost lle
ut their siso, as though thoy were in the bosom
ol thelr own famlly—indeod, with o free-and-
eiAy gracwlossposs that a genoration sgo no
gontlemnn would have  permitted  himsoll
wmong his most Intiminte relutives, In the
first approaches of members of one sex to
moembaera of the other, there {8 no longer any
suavity, uny hesitation, nny wall-bred resarve:
men wnil women who m-ur-_-etf know each other
et us though they wers hail-fellow-well-met,
hind been inthe n}'ﬁrm'lnd togethoer, and been
aeynninted all their lives,

The demeanor of womon, nowadays, to men
fatn a pur with tho malo belinvier we hive do-
geribed. Fur from resentiog the unceremon-
fousness with which they aro treateid by men
who aro In reality utter strangers to them, they
0 to mest it hdl way, and psrmit themsoelves
1o Lo on a footingof fmmilinrity—an far as man-
ner s concernod—with thoe first comer, pro-
vided ha seom to be one ol thelr ** own set,"
thiat eould not be greater if thelr acqualntance
had existed for years.

redenee. In o word, guests nowadays treat

osts mnd liostesses us men treat women—that
18 to sy, ns persens whom It s very good and
amiablo of them to potice nt mll. And whers
wople really know each other intimately, the

ehvior of men to women, nnd vioa-versa, is
suchas would hnve appalled the loast cers-
monious of our fathers. Women cull men by
thelr surname, without the preflx of Mr., or
ovan by their Christiun numes, abbroviut Lo
suit the current tusie for slang.

women who are really womanly, Unhappily,
the theory of equnlity hins changed all that
Women, betrayed and belooled by the llwor{.
nrrogilto Lo themsalves rights which i“n:jpur ¥y
belong to men ; und men retalinte by withdraw-
ing from women tho privileges that used to bo
exclhisivaly theirs, Nothing is more certaim
than thit women enan never make themselves
the " equnks " of men, in the sense commonly
nrtnehed 1o “equality,” without forfelting the
homuoge. the delersneo, the attention on which
they could provionsly count. They cannot
huvae it, ns Lhe phirss {8, both waysa, hey ean-
nat bo as masterful, as visihly wielders of
power ared authority ns men, without men very
foon beginning to treat them protty much as
they treal their own sex,  What huppons next?
Finding min becoming lax, onsy-going, indil-
forent in their mannor, they enst ubout them
for gome expedient for recovering tho power
they Luve lust, nnd which they so dearly und
most properly prize: and the only resource
open to Lthem, siice men will no longer “ make
upto” them. is for them 1o * make up 1o * mon,
This, In_publie &t least, they do by an nffectn-
tion of familiarity and ecamaraderiv.
